In 
turn, the Red Cross appeals to the 
members of Aleppo Temple of the 
Mystic Shrine to do their part in this 
vital war project. 


From Pearl Harbor a doctor sent to 
Hawaii by the Army and Navy reports: 
“Whereas in the last war 80% of the 
men suffering from intestinal wounds 
died, every man who came from the 
operating rooms of the hospitals in 
Pearl Harbor ‘is alive today. Why? 
Because they wêre given blood plasma. 
The plasma gave their hearts some- 
thing to beat on. Plasma was a major 
factor in saving their lives.” 


From every battlefront where Amer- 
ican troops are now fighting comes 
stories of the miracle worked by this 
plasma. Today with American forces 
fighting in Africa, in the Pacific and all 
over the world, blood plasma is needed 
more than ever before. In Boston alone, 
the Army and Navy are asking that the 
Red Gross collect three thousand pints 
of blood a week. 


Any person between the ages of 18 
and 60, and in normal health, is eligible 
to be a blood donor. Minors must have 
the written permission of their parents. 
THE PROCESS IS SAFE, SIMPLE 
AND PAINLESS. Before he is allowed 
to give, every donor has a simple but 
specific medical checkup to make cer- 
tain that there is no reason why he 
should not donate. Pulse, temperature, 
hemoglobin, blood pressure and medical 
history are checked. Only persons in 
normal health are accepted. 


There is a desperate need for this 
plasma at the various fronts. Your job 
and our job is to see that our Army and 
Navy are provided with it so that every 
unit on land and sea will be thus 
equipped.
